House Again 
Rejects 
Tuition Hike

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


House voted again Wednesday 
to reject bills to increase the 
tuition at the state-supported 
colleges and universities and to 
admit osteopaths to the full 
practice of medicine and surg- 
ery in Arkansas. 


Meanwhile, the Senate voted 


33-0 to approve the proposed 
revenue stabilization act, which 
will determine how revenues 
will be distributed to the state 
agencies and institutions in the 
next biennium. Its passage is 
essential to completion of the 
General Assembly's work. 


Legislative action on the bill 


could be finished today with 
House 
consideration 
of 
six 


amendments, none expected to 
be controversial, that the Sen- 
ate wrote into the proposal. The 
House had passed the bill Tues- 
day. 


Both the House and Senate 


put in a long day Wednesday, 
with the House approving an ap- 
propriation to pay the debts of 
financially troubled Arkansas 
AM&N College and 
finishing 


legislative approval of three 
prison money bills, including 
the penitentiary's general ap- 
propriation. 


The increase of $50 a semes- 


ter in the tuition charged by the 
colleges and universities failed 
47-37, with 51 favorable votes 
needed for passage. The House 
had defeated the bill Monday, 
too. 


Gov. 
Dale Bumpers had pro- 
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posed a $50 increase in the tui- 
tion 
to help 
the 
financially 


strapped schools, but questions 
arise Wednesday over whether 
the measure was his bill. 


Rep. 
J. K. Mahony II of El 


Dorado, an opponent, read from 
a speech Bumpers delivered to 
a joint session of the legislature 
in which the governor said he 
would ask the colleges and uni- 
versities to raise the tuition. 


Mahony said nothing in the 


speech showed that the gover- 
nor would ask the legislature to 
raise the tuition. The repre- 
sentatives said the colleges, if 
they wanted an increase, should 
vote on their own authority. 


But Rep. Lacy Landers of 


Benton said approval of the bill 
would assure that the increase 
would be uniform in the state- 
supported institutions. He said 
some schools had talked of in- 
creasing their tuition more than 
others. 


Rep. 
Charles Honey of Pres- 


cott argued that the colleges and 
universities would receive 
a 


large share of the new tax mon- 
ey the legislature has provided 
and that this should be ample. 
Tuition should be raised as a 
last resort, he said. 


In considering the revenue 


stabilization bill, the Senate de- 
feated an amendment by Sen. 
Robert Harvey of Swifton that 
would have provided that $486,- 
807 earmarked to implement a 
Hot Springs branch of Arkansas 
Polytechnic College would be 
available for redistribution in 
1972-73 if not used to establish 
the branch. 


The two-year branch would be 


established as part of a plan to 
develop a cultural museum in 
Hot Springs. 


The House refused 49-19 to ap- 


prove the osteopath measure af- 
ter also falling two votes short 
Monday of giving the bill the re- 
quired 51 votes needed for ap- 
proval. 


Sponsored 
by Rep. Jesse 


Hayes of Pocahontas and sup- 
ported by Bumpers, the bill 
would permit the state Medical 
Board to license osteopaths for 
the full practice of medicine if 
they have served a one-year in- 
ternship in a hospital either ap- 
proved by the American Osteo- 
pathic Association or the Ameri- 
can Medical Association within 
the last five years, or have 
served a one-year 
internship 


and at least a year of postdoc- 
toral training in an AOA-ap- 
proved hospital. 


Arkansas 
is one of three 


states that do not allow osteo- 
paths to practice medicine. 


The House approved 69-8 the 


bill to appropriate $1.3 million 
to pay the debts of AM&N, a 
redominantly 
Negro 
school 


which is to be merged with the 
University of Arkansas next 
year, and to set aside $500,000 
in supplemental 
maintenance 


funds for the school. 


Rep. Jimmie Don McKissack 


of Star City, calling the bill 
"one of the greatest boondog- 
gles," said that if the measure 
were approved the legislature 
would be saying to other col- 
leges that it was all right for 
them to spend beyond their 
budgets. 


He said the prroposal was bad 


precedent. AM&N, McKissack 
said, is in debt because its ad- 
ministrators had a history of 
overspending and "fiscal irre- 
sponsibility." 


With McKissack casting the 


only dissenting vote, the House 
approved the Senate-passed ver- 
sion of the general appropria- 
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tion for the penitentiary. The 
bill would appropriate $2,155,265 
in the first fiscal year of the 
coming biennium and $2,541,893 
in the second year. 


There was no debate on the 


bill. Passage came on the sec- 
ond day after the firing of Cor- 
rection Commissioner C. Robert 
Sarver broke an impasse on the 
measure. 


The House voted 81-2 to ap- 


prove a bill that would appropri- 
ate $1,223,417 for construction at 
the prison. Included are $350,000 
for a minimum security unit, 
$300,000 for a new women's re- 
formatory, $313,417 for water 
and sewer treatment facilities, 
$200,000 for farm equipment and 
$60,000 for a slaughter house, 
cold storage facilities and a 
canning factory. 


The house approved 81-3 a 


bill appropriating $134,838 au- 
thorized by last year's special 
legislative session for renovation 
of the prison barracks and la- 
trines and improvements to the 
kitchen and dining and laundry 
facilities. 


The House passed the appro- 


priation for the state Parks, 
Recreation and Travel Commis- 
sion 
78-4 after 
rejecting 
an 


amendment by Rep. Charles 
Boyce of Dardanelle that would 
have required that the parks 
superintendent supervisor have 
a college degree. 


Legislative sources said the 


amendment would affect super- 
visor Jack Quaill, who had de- 
fended parks division director 
L. E. Surles last week when leg- 
islators, in leading House rejec- 
tion of the commission appro- 
priation at that time, were criti- 
cal of Surles. 


A Senate bill intended to ap- 


propriate $90,377 to install color 
transmission equipment at the 
state educational television sta- 
tion was amended by the House 
to use the money to help ex- 
pand the station's black and 
white coverage statewide. 


Opponents of the amendment 


said the fundr would not come 
close to being enough to expand 
ETV coverage statewide. They 
also said $272,000 in federal 
funds that would be made avail- 
able to buy color equipment 
could not be used to expand 
black and white coverage. 


The House approved the bill 


84-5 after adopting the amend- 
ment, offered by Rep. Leroy 
Blankenship of Walnut Ridge, 
and sent the measure to the Sen- 
ate for consideration of the 
change. 
, 


The House failed twice to 'ap- 


prove a Senate bill providing 
$7,500 a year in travel expenses 
for the governor 
and giving 


$7,500 a year in "public rela- 
tions" expenses to the other 
constitutional officers, 
who 


would receive $4,500 a year un- 
der a bill approved earlier by 
the legislature. 


The new proposal also would 


provide $3,600 to the president 
pro tempore of the Senate and 
the House speaker each year. It 
failed on votes of 71-11 and 74-11 
with 75 votes needed. 


The 
Senate 
amended 
the 


Board of Pharmacy appropria 
tion to require that pharmacies 
be inspected by a pharmacist, 
rather than a layman, and to 
reduce the expense allowance 
for board members. The bill 
was then approved 35-0. 


The Senate amended the Wel- 


fare Department 
appropriation 


to prohibit agency funds from 
being used to regulate a church- 
owned or operated kindergarten 
or orphanage if the church had 
25 or more members and had 
existed for at least 10 years. 


The Senate beat an adminis- 


tration measure to increase the 
Revenue Department appropria- 
tion to finance changes in the 
system of motor vehicle licens- 
ing and to give motorists notice 
of when to assess their cars 
and trucks. The vote was 7-25.

benefits must be withheld. 


Q. I am self employed as the 


operator of a small lunch room. 
How do I get social security 
credit for my earnings? 


A. The owner of his own 


business reports his own ear- 
nings once a year at the time the 
income tax return is filed. The 
report is required and the self- 
employment tax must be paid 
each year the net earnings 
amount to $400 or more. In each 
such year the self-employed 
person gets credit for four 
quarters of coverage.

omists decline to estimate how 
much the latest price support 
increase will raise retail prices. 


Last year's dairy price sup- 


port boost resulted in retail 
price increases of 2 per cent for 
table milk and 2.8 per cent for 
butter, five and seven times the 
rise in general food prices dur- 
ing the same period. 


Farm economists said the 


dairy support boost might en- 
courage farmers to hold 
off 


butchering older or marginal 
dairy cows. That could reduce 
the 
supply of canned 
and 


ground meats and drive up 
prices. 


Support prices are not the 


only factor affecting milk and 
meat prices, the 
economists 


emphasize. 


The price boost followed dis- 


agreement between agriculture 
and dairy state congressmen. 


Secretary of Agriculture Clif- 


ford M. Hardin originally an- 
nounced March 12 there would 
be no dairy price support in- 
crease this year. 


Four days later Sen. Gaylord 


Nelson, D-Wis., and 27 other 
senators introduced a bill to 
overturn 
Hardin's 
decision. 


Rep. 
W. R. "Bob" Poage, D- 


Tex., chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, sched- 
uled hearings on a similar bill. 


Nelson said farmers have to 


pay more for feed, labor and 
replacement stock. An Agricul- 
ture Department report noted 
the cost increases but con- 
cluded that record high prices 
and a greater labor supply 
would still permit a net gain in 
dairy income. 


Two days after the White 


House meeting, Hardin raised 
dairy support prices, noting 
that feed costs had risen. 


Under the dairy price support 


program, the government puts 
a floor under milk prices by 
promising to pay any farmer 
$4.93 per hundred pounds of 
raw milk. Farmers turn to the 
government if they can't get at 
least $4.93 on the open market.

"Maybe so," conceded 
the 


company. "But this girl was not 
yet a passenger. She had paid no 
fare. She had not really gotten 
aboard. We do regret the inci- 
dent, but we are not legally 
liable." 
Nevertheless, the court held 


that the girl was indeed a pass- 
enger, entitled to extra care, and 
granted her claim. 


This is the prevailing rule, that 


a person may acquire the special 
status of "passenger" even before 
he is inside the vehicle. It is usu- 
ally enough that he has shown 
his readiness to come aboard— 
and that the company has shown 
its readiness to accept him. 


But the readiness on both sides 


must coincide. Take this case: 


A man rushed up to a bus 


just after the door had closed. 
He knocked on the glass, but the 
bus was already beginning to 
roll. The man slipped, fell, and 
got hit by the rear wheel. 


Could 
he 
collect 
damages 


from the company? A court said 
no, because he had not gained 


'•the status of a passenger 
The 


court pointed out that tie had 
not shown his readiness to ride 
until the 
driver had stopped 


showing his readiness to accept 
him. 


A parallel problem arises at 


journey's end: at what moment 
does the passenger lose his spe- 
cial status? 


In another case a passenger 


alighted at a bus stop, began to 
cross the street, and was knocked 
down by a second bus passing 
the one he had just left. Here, 
he 
claimed 
damages on 
the 


theory that his driver should 
have warned him that another 
bus was following. 


But the court said the driver 


could not be blamed, because 
the man had lost his status as 
a passenger. Once safely dis- 
charged, said the court, a pas- 
senger turns into just another 
pedestrian.

terested in learning more 
about hepatitis. Is it possible 
to catch it again? Are there 
two kinds of it? Explain the 
differences 
between them. 


How long will the liver be 
cured? I understand vitamin 
pills help. Is this right? Are 
there many who had it years 
ago 
because 
the needles 


weren't clean? Is it true that 
the disease would always be 
in the blood? 


Dear Header — Hepatitis 


means inflammation of the 
liver (hepar). It can be on a 
chemical or infectious basis 
If 
the 
liver 
is damaged 


enough and the damage per- 
sists, there will be scarring 
and changes in the liver 
which we call cirrhosis. 


I believe what you are con- 


cerned about is the problem 
of infectious hepatitis caused 
by a virus. There are two 
kinds of this. One results 
from contaminated food or 
water. One possible source 
is oyster beds contaminated 
by improperly treated sew- 
age. Like most other infec- 
tions transmitted by way of 
food, hygienic control is im- 
portant. 


Clearly, a contaminated 


water source is one way to 
transmit this problem from 
one person to another or, for 
that matter, to cause epi- 
demics. This form of infec- 
tious hepatitis usually occurs 
fairly early after the in- 
fected material has invaded 
the body. 


The other form of viral 


hepatitis, sometimes called 
serum 
hepatitis, 
is trans- 


mitted by the blood stream. 
It may occur six weeks to 
three months after obtaining 
a blood transfusion that con- 
tains some of the virus. It 
has been known to be trans- 
mitted in various forms of 
vaccinations and, as your 
comment suggests, by im- 
properly sterilized needles. 


Epidemics ..of 
heoatitis 


have been 'caused* wneYnarge 
numbers of individuals, like 
troops, have been inoculated 
with 
serums, 
plasma 
or 


blood constituents that were 
contaminated. 
T h i s hap- 


pened in World War II. A 
greater appreciation of the 
possibility p f transmitting 
the virus in blood trans- 
fusions and pooled plasma 
has resulted in a greater con- 
trol of this problem. 


Serum 
hepatitis, 
trans- 


mitted by needles, is a fre- 
quent serious complication in 
drug addicts who get their 
kicks from the needle. Just 
recently, causes of serum 
hepatitis have been noted to 
be transmitted by mouth, 
t h r o u g h 
the nose and
